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THE BULLETIN is celebrating ап 
anniversary. It is the same age as 
Pontiac (the car, not the Indian Chief). 
Twenty-five years ago it began and 
it has not missed an issue since. Until 
October of last year it was a weekly, 
since that time, a monthly. 

It was under the administration of 
George J. Haas, serving his second 
term as President of the Society, in 
1925, that the idea of the Society's own 
publication was first proposed, Тһе fol- 
lowing year, at the Saginaw conven- 
tion, when the late John C. Stahl took 
office as President, your editor was 
elected secretary and charged with 
finding ways and means of issuing a 
bulletin under the Society's banner. 

Discussion аб subsequent weekly 
luncheons brought out many sug- 
gestions. The chief difficulty was that 
of financing. Chris Brandt said, “why 
not a post card with a wise crack on 
it?” And the Bulletin started as just 
that. Reaction was such as to encourage 
stepping it up to a mimeographed 
sheet. Then things really began to hap- 
pen. Membership increased, volunteer 
contributions came in in numbers, and 
the Society took on new life. From 
that we graduated to a printed leaflet 
with advertising, and so it has con- 
tinued since. 

In 1939 we issued a Silver Anniver- 
sary number, celebrating the Society's 
25th year. It contained photographs and 
biographical sketches of Society mem- 
bers. It was about ten years ago that 
the Institute chapters in Michigan de- 
cided to accept into membership prac- 
tically all members of the M. S., so 
unification was accomplished. 

This year the Bulletin has its own 
Silver Anniversary, and we are bring- 
ing the record up to date, with photo- 
graphs and biographical sketches of 
nearly six hundred members. 

In collecting these sketches, some rare 
bits of information came to light, par- 
ticularly from some of our members 
of long standing. They must have been 
keeping these interesting facts from us 
for “lo these many years.” 

For instance, this nugget from the 
life and works of H. Augustus O'Dell: 

“First of all, I was born. English and 
Trish, 50-50. Before reaching nineteen, 
I was railroad call boy, stevedore for 
two years, played coronet in a band, 
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and gave music lessons. Then followed 
quickly as Sunday school superintend- 
ent, and a $3-a-week draftsman with 
the only architect who ever used a 
large leather rocking chair at a draft- 
ing board. I reached Detroit with a 
bicycle, $43 and a boy's stout heart. 
Wise or otherwise, I was practicing 
architecture when 28 years of age. My 
fastest job was a theatre in Ottawa, my 
boss not knowing that I had left a 
fiance behind. After marriage, I was 
just as anxious to get away for 14 
months in France in 1917-1918. 

“I should like to challenge any mem- 
ber of the M.S.A. for titles, past and 
present. Here they are: Captain, Avia- 
tion, U.S.A.; Major, Engineers, A.E.F.; 
Colonel, Ordnance, O.R.C.; Commis- 
sioner, State Board of Registration; 
Secretary, Bloomfield Hills Open Hunt 
Club; President, Michigan Society of 
Architects; Judge, Municipal Court, 
Bloomfield Hills, Mich. 

“Бог seven years I lived on and 
operated a farm, had great fun and 
broke even. I like golf, horses, dogs, 
hunting, French wine, fishing, after- 
dinner coffee, chopping wood, a good 
book, swimming, kidding my daughter, 
poker, people, the north woods, and 
Sunday naps. 

“1 dislike Michigan in February and 
March, garters, dinner at noon, cats, 
and to be interrupted. (My wife put 
in that last one.)” 

Or this morsel about J. H. Gustav 
Steffens: 

"J. H. G. Steffens, who arrived in 
Detroit at the age of 19 to work in an 
architect’s office. received his earlier 
training with his father, Henry Stef- 
fens, a leading building contractor of 
Manistee, Mich. Henry Steffens was 
capable of preparing his own plans for 
lumber mills, salt manufacturing plants 
and narrow-gauge railway bridges built 
entirely of square timber. 

"It was the working drawings by 
Milwaukee and Chicago architects for 
buildings built by his father that first 
interested the young Steffens in seeking 
out the architects’ offices of the large 
city. 

“Оп arrival at the Union Station in 
Detroit, young J. H. struck out on foot 
to find an architect's office. He found 
the first sign on a red brick house not 
far from the station. It was the office 
of Leon Coquard. He found Mr. Co- 
quard friendly, but not in need of 
draftsmen. However, he did call Mr. 
John Donaldson, who, after much per- 
suasion, agreed to an interview. Mr. 
D. was not much impressed with the 
samples, which had a steel-engraved 
character, but he agreed to put the 
young man to work just a step above 
office boy."

Having earned sufficient funds, 
he then enrolled in the School of Archi- 
tecture at the University of Illinois. 
His two-year apprenticeship prior to 
entering the University enabled him, 
upon graduation, to meet the State re- 
quirements and to immediately take 


the examination for State license, 
which he passed. 
Incidentally, Mr. Luckman's back- 


ground in engineering, partially as a 
result of this apprenticeship, was such 
that he was the only man in the School

of Architecture at the University of 
Tilinois who was entitled to wear the 
key of Tau Beta Pi, the honorary en- 
gineering fraternity. 

Just prior to graduation from college 
in 1931, Mr. Luckman married a fellow 
student at the University of Illinois. 
Soon thereafter, he took the examina- 
tion for and received his Illinois archi- 
teet's license, which he has never since 
allowed to lapse, but because it was a 
bad year for building, he took a “tem- 
porary job" with a soap company, Col- 
gate-Palmolive-Peet. 

After several advances in the Colgate 
organization, from draftsman in the ad- 
vertising department to Divisional 
Sales Manager in four years, in 1935 Mr 
Luckman joined the Pepsodent Com- 
pany. He started as sales manager and 
through successive steps, in 1943 at the 
age of 33 was made president of the 
company. A year later Lever Brothers 

(Concluded on Next Page) 
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bought Pepsodent, and on January 1, 
1946, Mr. Luckman moved to Cam- 
bridge, Mass. as executive vice-presi- 
dent of Lever. On June 1 of the same 
year, at the age of 37, he was named 
president of the entire American com- 
pany. 

Some of the honors awarded Mr. 
Luckman have been: LL.D. degree, 
University of Miami, 1950; French 
Legion of Honor, Italian Star of Soli- 
darity (for work done as Chairman of 
the Citizens Food Committee in 1947); 
Applause Award of Sales Executive 
Club of New York for outstanding 
achievement in the field of salesman- 
ship; Horatio Alger Award (success 
best symbolizing the American tradi- 
tion of starting from scratch under our 
system of free enterprise); Forbes Mag- 
azine poll named him one of the 50 
foremost industrialists in the United 
States. Presidential Committees on 
which Mr. Luckman has served in 
addition to his chairmanship of the 
Citizens Food Committee are: Commit- 
tee on Civil Rights and Committee on 
Equality of Treatment and Opportunity 
in the Armed Services. 


During his residence in Chicago, Mr. 
Luckman was very active in Commun- 
ity Chest work, having served on sev- 
eral committees in this connection. He 
was also a member of the Vocational 
Guidance Committee, which was made 
up of Chicago businessmen to assist re- 
turning veterans to obtain suitable 
positions in the fields of commerce and 
industry. After moving to Boston, his 
interest in these activities, particularly 
Community Chest work, continued and 
broadened. He has always maintained 
an interest in civic affairs. 


In addition, Mr. Luckman has for 
several years been a Trustee of the 
Children’s Hosp tal in Boston and has 
served on various administrative com- 
mittees of the Board in connection with 
the work of the hospital. He is also an 
active member of the Board of As- 
sociates of Northwestern University. 


When Mr. Luckman came to Los 
Angeles this past year, it was as a mem- 
ber of the firm of Pereira & Luckman. 
Of this, the Journal of the American 
Institute of Architects says: "Charles 
Luckman, whose career as an architect 
was interrupted by his activities as 
president of Lever Brothers Company, 
has returned to our professional fold. 
With William Pereira, his former class- 
mate at the University of Illinois, and 
with whom he took his first State Board 
Examinations to practice, he has now 
joined in the firm of Pereira & Luck- 
man, Architects and Engineers, with 
headquarters in Los Angeles. To his 
original B.S. degree, the University of 
Miami recently added an LL.D." 


After five months of intensive study, 
Mr. Luckman took the California State 
Board Examinations in Architecture, 
and has been licensed to practice in 
that state.

WAYNE ANDREWS EXHIBIT OF 
ARCHITECTURAL PHOTOS 


To be shown at Art Institute 
during Convention 

Photographs of American architec- 
ture by Wayne Andrews will be ex- 
hibited in the educational corridor at 
the Art Institute March 6th through 
April 8th. This will give an opportunity 
to many of the architects who will be 
in town then for the Annual Conven- 
tion of the Michigan Society of Archi- 
tects to see these splendid photographs 
of American buildings "from century 
to century and from coast to coast." 

With discerning judgment in his 
selection of representative types, Mr. 
Andrews gives us a panorama of Amer- 
ican architectural development from 
the earliest Colonial days to the pres- 
ent. He has scoured both town and 
country for examples of Colonial, 
Classic Revival, Gothic Revival, Eclec- 
tice, and Modern architecture. Strong 
sunlight reveals the plastic qualities of 
each building, whether it be a South- 
ern plantation house, a Steamboat 
Gothic villa a Romanesque Revival 
chapel or a Neo-Renaissance palace. 

Bridging the gap between the imita- 
tive styles of the past and the func- 
tional approach of today are photo- 
graphs of early “Queen Anne" houses 
of McKim, Mead, and White and some 
unfamiliar examples of the Chicago 
School, as well as some California pre- 
cursors of modern architecture. Pic- 
tures of contemporary domestic and 
commercial work, with emphasis on 
Wright, Neutra, and Breuer, bring the 
exhibit up to date. 

The photographs to be on view have 
been selected from the collection by 
Wayne Andrews recently given to the 
Institute of Arts by W. Hawkins Ferry. 
After being shown in Detroit, they will 
travel to Flint, Saginaw, Grand Rapids, 
Muskegon, East Lansing, and Ann 
Arbor. 

The name of Wayne Andrews is 
familiar to those who have read his de- 
lightful books: *The Vanderbuilt Leg- 
end" and "Battle for Chicago." As a 
writer of social and economic history, 
he finds a special sociological signifi- 
cance in architecture, and it figures 
prominently in his writings. Prints 
of his architectural photographs are 
owned by colleges and universities 
throughout the country. They are part 
of a preliminary study for his forth- 
coming book: “The Saga of American 
Architecture." 

Mr. Andrews was born in Chicago 
and educated at Lawrenceville and 
Harvard. He is now Curator of Manu- 
scripts at the New York Historical So- 
ciety, where he recently organized an 
exhibit of original drawings of McKim, 
Mead, and White. 

The Andrews photographs depict the 
remarkable evolution of American ar- 
chitecture from the weather-beaten 
wood structures of seventeenth century 
New England to the glass and steel 
paragons of today. They give the im-

EDITOR'S NOTE: This is the first draft of a document for the Michigan Society of 
Architects, begun under the administration of President Alden B. Dow, by Charles B. 
McGrew, Chairman of the Committee on Public and Professional Relations. The Schedule 
of Recommended Minimum Fees has been approved by the boards of the three chapters 
in Michigan and by the Society Board. The Board, has authorized. its publication here- 
with. as a means of obtaining the reactions of members before final printing in brochure 
form for further distribution. Your comments are invited, 


INTRODUCTION 

The object of this pamphlet is to 
outline the major steps in a typical 
construction job and the responsibilities 
of each major participant in a brief and 
simple way. It is thus intended to aid 
those who may not fully understand the 
duties of the Owner, Architect and 
Contractor and their relation to each 
other and to the project which they as 
à team are to build. It is also expected 
to assist in creating smooth-working 
organizations capable of doing their 
jobs with the minimum of confusion, 
trouble and expense. 


THE BUILDING PROBLEM 

The construction of a good building, 
like the creation of anything else which 
is worthwhile involves several consid- 
erations. The initial and ultimate size 
of the structure, the site, cost, archi- 
tectural character, and, perhaps, special 
problems applicable to the particular 
project must be considered and be 
logically and realistically programmed. 
This will require time, patience and 
study. Let us consider the following 
example: 

A school board is confronted with the 
replacement of an over-crowded and 
obsolete school. The Board and its 
teaching staff will first consider the 
immediate needs of the present school 
population, and next, the probable 
future school needs of the commun- 
ity. The capacity and elements com- 
prising the first unit, and then the 
ultimate complete school plant, will 
thus be tentatively programmed. If 
the site of the old building will be 
available, its size, location and ap- 
propriateness must be examined 
and, if found wanting, a new site 
should be considered. Next the ques- 
tions of design, materials, type of 
heating, etc, arise. As these prob- 
lems begin to unfold the need of pro- 
fessional advice becomes apparent 
and the Board should take immed- 
iate steps toward obtaining the serv- 
ices of a registered architect. 

A similar variety of problems con- 
front the builder of a home, a com- 
mercial building, manufacturing plant, 
or any other kind of a structure. They 
will vary with the type of the proposed 
building, but they will be there and 
will come forth again and again to 
plague the Owner unless he has forti- 
tied himself by "getting off on the right 
foot" in the very beginning. 

THE ARCHITECT'S SERVICES 

When the Owner's thinking has pro- 
gressed to the point where he feels 
ready to consult an Architect, he nat- 
urally wonders just what this man is 
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Eoing to do for him and his project. 

Here is what your architect should 

do: 

l. Review, check and comment on the 
Owner's program of requirements. 
The architect has been educated to 
analyze and program projects of 
all kinds. Do not be surprised if he 
injects ideas which may result in 
an entirely new approach to the 
project and a new and vastly im- 
proved program. 

2. Prepare preliminary Sketches, out- 
line specifications and approximate 
estimate of cost. This may require 
many conferences with the Owners. 
It will be necessary for the Archi- 
tect to make many plan studies in 
order to obtain the most practicable 
and economical solution. 

The Architect is an experienced 
and skillful planner. He will save 
space, make the building function 
properly and arrange an orderly 
structure. These things will be ex- 
pressed in the preliminary sketches. 

3. Prepare Working Drawings and 
Specifications, usable as a basis for 
taking proposals and for the actual 
construction. These documents must 
show and fully describe the archi- 
tectural, structural, mechanical 
(heating and plumbing) and elec- 
trical components of the building 
in such detail as to enable contrac- 
tors to estimate their cost and build 
them as visualized by the Archi- 
tect. They must establish the build- 
ing location on the site, show util- 
ities, walks, roads, parking facil- 
ities, equipment and innumerable 
details of construction and mechan- 
ieal work, and fully establish the 
type and quality of everything to 
be included in the construction 
contract. 

4. Aid in the Preparation of Forms of 
Proposals. Ordinarily, the Architect 
will include forms for Proposals, 
Bonds, Contracts and similar docu- 
ments in the specifications, so bid- 
ders will submit proposals on a 
similar basis and understand in 
what manner they will be held 
liable for proper execution of the 
work, as well as for payment for 
all labor furnished and material 
used in the building. The forms re- 
ferred to are those which have been 
in general use, and which from ex- 
perience have proved satisfactory. 
The Architect should not, however, 
undertake to advise an Owner as 
to the legal effect of documents, or 
the legal rights or duties of the 
Owner. 


As construction progresses the 
Architect will make large scale and 
full size drawings of those portions 
of the work requiring further ex- 
planation. 

6. Also, as construction progresses, 
the Architect will check and ap- 
prove manufacturer's detail draw- 
ings and samples of materials. In 
this way the Architect sees that 
the Owner gets that to which he is 
entitled under the contract. 

7. The Architect will endeavor to 
guard the Owner against defects 
and deficiencies in the work of 
contractors, but he does not guar- 
antee the performance of their con- 
tracts. The supervision of ап Ar- 
chitect is to be distinguished from 
the continuous personal superin- 
tendence to be obtained by the em- 
ployment of a clerk-of-the-works. 
When authorized by the Owner, a 
clerk-of-works acceptable to both 
Owner and Architect shall be en- 
gaged by the Architect at a salary 
satisfactory to the Owner and paid 
by the Owner, upon presentation 
of the Architect’s monthly state- 
ments. 

8. The Architect checks periodical re- 
quests for payments presented by 
the contractors and recommends 
the amount of payments to be made 
by the Owner. He checks estimates 
for extras to and/or deductions 
from the contract, approves cer- 
tificates for final payment and sees 
that all guarantees required by the 
contract are delivered. 

Obviously, the role of the Architect 
is very important and very time con- 
suming. As an ethical professional man 
he must give his client complete and 
adequate professional services. 


SELECTING AN ARCHITECT 

An Architect is selected the same 
as any other professional man. Investi- 
gate, Talk to the Owners of the better 
buildings in your community, to the 
contractors who built them and to those 
who are occupying them. Then inter- 
view architects whom you may have 
Gecided to contact and also those who 
may have inquired about your proposed 
building. Review and compare their 
educational qualifications and experi- 
епсе and satisfy yourself as to their 
ability to work harmoniously with 
Owners and with reputable contractors. 
By this process you will eventually 
decide on your man. 

Next, you should talk to him about 
his services. Show him this booklet 
and ask him if he understands that he 
will be expected to provide the com- 
plete services hereinbefore described. 
Find out about his method of operat- 
ing, when he can start and complete 
the plans and specifications and become 
as familiar as possible with his think- 
ing about your particular problem. 

Owners should not expect an Archi- 
tect to submit preliminary sketches 
before he has been definitely retained. 

An Owner is not acting in his own 
best interest if he permits gratuitous 
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preliminary sketches to influence his 
selection of an Architect. Production 
of properly studied preliminary draw- 
ings is costly; architects cannot afford 
to make them  gratuitously. Such 
sketches are usually attractive pictures 
submitted with the intention of getting 
the architectural contract signed up in 
a hurry. They do not reflect the com- 
petence of the Architect to render the 
many other varied kind of services 
which will be required as hereinbefore 
outlined and are not alone a sufficient 
basis for making the selection. 

In the case of certain important 
buildings where it may not be desirable 
to select an Architect directly, the 
selection may be made by an archi- 
tectural competition. Such competitions 
should be conducted according to the 
architectural competition code proce- 
dure of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects. 

Finally, find out about the fee. The 
fees hereinafter scheduled are con- 
sidered fair and reasonable. Owners 
must not be mislead by the offering of 
or the implication from an architect 
that he can furnish proper services for 
a fee which would not enable him to 
devote adequate time to the job. 
Through years of experience the pro- 
duction costs of architectural and en- 
gineering services have been quite 
thoroughly explored and the schedule 
of fees hereinafter given is the recom- 
mended minimum for the kind of serv- 
ices an Architect is professionally obli- 
gated to furnish. Architects who pro- 
pose lower fees knowing full well that 
they will have to provide lesser services 
mislead their client and create dis- 
respect for the profession. 

Owners are reminded that inade- 
quate fees can only result in poor or 
inadequate plans and specifications 
which cannot possibly serve as a basis 
for accurate estimating. The inevitable 
result is higher bids, for no contractor 
is knowingly going to submit a close 
proposal on work which is not clearly 
and completely defined. Inadequate at- 
tention to any of the other above-listed 
duties of the Architect can prove 
equally costly to the Owner. The little 
difference between a proper and a “cut 
rate" architectural fee may prove to be 
a very costly saving. 


THE ARCHITECT'S CONTRACT 
AND COMPENSATION 

The Owner should always have a 
written agreement with his Architect. 
1t should describe the project fully, its 
location and other pertinent considera- 
tions. It should fully and definitely 
describe the services to be performed 
by the Architect and the compensation 
to be paid for the same. 

The contract should also cover the 
Owner's obligation to the Architect. 
The Owner should furnish and pay for 
complete and accurate information in- 
cluding, but not necessarily limited to, 
the following: 

1. A complete statement of the func- 
tions of his building, the purposes 


for which it is to be used, the kind 
and sizes of its component parts 
and comment on special features, 
materials, building equipment, etc. 
He should give the Architect the 
benefit of all of his previous think- 
ing about it and state definitely the 
amount he is able to invest in the 
project. 

2. A survey of the site showing prop- 
erty lines, topography, streets, pav- 
ing, location of all utilities such as 
sewer, water, gas and electric serv- 
ices, and full information as to 
rights, restrictions and easements. 

3. Approval by zoning authorities for 
the land use which the Owner in- 
tends to make. 

4. Reliable soil data as may be re- 
quired for the design of footings 
and other sub-surface structures. 

The compensation for architectural 
services naturally varies with the char- 
acter and complexity of the project as 
this determines the amount of time 
iequired. In the following "Schedule 
of Recommended Minimum Fees," 
types of buildings having similar plan 
production costs have been grouped 
together and the fees scheduled for dif- 
ferent size structures in each group. 

THE ARCHITECTS' FEE

METHOD OF MAKING FEE 
PAYMENTS 

Payments by the Owner to the Ar- 
chitect on account of his fee when 
based upon percentages of construction 
cost as in the preceding "Schedule of 
Recommended Minimum Fees,” аге 
customarily made as follows: 


Upon completion of the Prelim- 
inary Services, being those herein- 
before described under “The Ar- 
chitects Services," paragraph 2, a 
sum equal to twenty-five per cent 
(95%) of the total fee, computed 
upon a reasonable estimated cost. 
(A Retainer Fee at the time the 
Architect is engaged is proper and 
may be requested by the Archi- 
tect). 

Upon completion of working draw- 
ings, being those hereinbefore de- 
scribed under "The Architects 
Services," paragraph 3, (exclusive 
of supplementary details supplied 
during construction) and specifica- 
tions, a sum sufficient to increase 
payments on the fee to seventy- 
five per cent (75%) of the total 
fee. This is computed on a reason- 
able cost estimated on such com- 
pleted drawings and specifications, 
unless bona fide bids are available, 
in which case the latter shall form 
the basis for computation. 
(During the preparation of pre- 
liminary studies and working 
drawings and specifications it is 
proper that payments on account 
be made at monthly or other in- 
tervals, proportionate to the pro- 
gress of the Architect's work). 
From time to time during the con- 
struction of the project and in pro- 
portion to the amount of service 
rendered by the Architect, рау- 
ments are made until the aggregate 
of all payments made on account 
equals the agreed total fee, re- 
computed on the basis of final cost 
of the work. 

Payments to the Architect on ac- 
count of extra service, fall due 
from time to time as such extra 
service is rendered. 

Should the execution of any work 
designed or specified by the Archi- 
tect under direction of the Owner, 
or any part of such work, be 
abandoned or suspended, or if sub- 
sequent alternates change the total 
cost of the work, the Architect shall 
be paid proportionately in accord- 
ance with the terms above stated 
for all work done by him up to the 
time of such abandonment or sus- 
pension or prior to the acceptance 
of an alternate design. 


CHANGES IN ARCHITECT'S 

WORK: The Architect shall be en- 

titled to just and equitable addi- 

tional compensation from the 

Owner 

(a) If, at any time after approval 
of the preliminary documents, 
the Owner shall require the 
Architect to make any sub- 
stantial change in the size or 
scope of the work, or require 
any change in plan, design or 
specifications which shall 
necessitate new sketches, work- 
ing drawings or other docu- 
ments, or substantial changes 
in existing documents prepared 
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pursuant to instructions from 

the Owner, or 

If, by reason of increases іп 

building costs following the 

date of execution of the Archi- 
tect's contract or of completion 
of the preliminary drawings, 
the construction cost of the 
work has been materially in- 
creased above the estimated 
cost or appropriation, and the 

Architect is required by the 

Owner to prepare any new ad- 

ditional documents or to make 

any changes as noted in (a) 

above in order to reduce such 

construction costs. 

7. EQUIPMENT, FURNISHINGS & 
DECORATIONS: Where furniture 
and furnishings are purchased un- 
der the direction of the Architect 
but are not designed by him, the 
Architects fee for such service 
shall be additional to his regular 
fee for the project. If the furniture, 
furnishings and decorations are 
designed by the Architect the Own- 
er shall pay him a further addition- 
al fee in proportion to the service 
rendered. 

$. MODELS AND ILLUSTRATIVE 
DRAWINGS: If the Architect is re- 
quired by the Owner to furnish 
three dimensional models of the 
project or any of its details, or 
perspective drawings in black and 
white or color in excess of such as 
the Architect may voluntarily sub- 
mit the additional cost of such 
service shall be borne by the 
Owner. 

9. SPECIAL SERVICES: An Archi- 
tect may be retained to perform 
special services for which the fee 
cannot be determined from the pre- 
ceding sections. These may include 
plant layout and special studies of 
manufacturing operating proced- 
ure, appraisal work, consultation 
not connected with basic services, 
work incidental to erection of a 
pre-fabricated structure, service on 
juries of selection, court testimony 
or many other types of service, The 
fee for such special service should 
be agreed upon in advance on an 
equitable basis by the parties con- 
cerned. 

10. QUANTITATIVE SURVEY: A 
quantitative take-off of materials 
and labor by a competent estimator 
may be made for estimating pur- 
poses. The cost of this take-off is 
paid by the Owner, 


ADDITIONAL SERVICES BY THE 
ARCHITECT 

The preceding "Schedule of Recom- 
mended Minimum Fees" covers those 
Services customarily rendered by an 
Architect on an orthodox job. Oc- 
саѕіопаПу it is found necessary or de- 
sirable to change the extent of his 
services because of changed conditions 
or requirements which may include, 
but are not necessarily limited to, the 
following: 

1. SEPARATE CONTRACTS: The 
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(b) 


Schedule applies only when all 
construction work is let under a 
single contract. This has been taken 
into consideration in establishing 
the Recommended Minimum Fee. 
Should the Owner decide to have 
certain portions of the work 
executed under separate contracts, 
thereby increasing the Architect's 
burden of service, expense and 
responsibility, the Architect is en- 
titled to additional remuneration. 

2. EXTRA COSTS: Extra drafting or 
other expense incurred by the Ar- 
chitect as a result of delinquency 
or insolvency of the Owner or Con- 
tractor or damage to the work by 
fire, earthquake, flood or other 
natural calamity, shall be equitably 
paid for by the Owner in addition 
to any other compensation pro- 
vided for under the Recommended 
Minimum Fees. 

3. ASSOCIATION OF ARCHITECTS: 
The association of two or more 
architectural offices on a single 
project sometimes develops in- 
creased expenses. If this results 
from the demand or desire of the 
Owner he should recognize the in- 
creased production cost and adjust 
the fee upward accordingly. 

4. SPECIAL TECHNICAL OR CON- 
SULTING SERVICE: In some 
buildings special conditions require 
the employment of special tech- 
nical and consulting service in ex- 
cess of the service included under 
the Schedule of Recommended 
Minimum Fees. This special service 
must be approved by both Owner 
and Architect, and is to be paid 
for by the Owner as an additional 
service. 

5. TRANSPORTATION AND LIV- 
ING COSTS: The Architect, in 
addition to his regular Fee, is en- 
titled to all costs of transportation 
and living in excess of those result- 
ing from normal supervision and 
consultation, incurred by him and 
his representatives in discharge of 
his duties connected with the work, 
to the cost of telegrams and long 
distance telephone calls made in 
the interest of the Owner, and to 
the cost of blueprinting and mime- 
ographing contract documents in 
excess of agreed-upon quantities, 


OTHER METHODS OF 
DETERMINING FEES 
While the usual method of establish- 
ing the amount of an Architect's fee is 
as a percentage of the amount of the 
construction contract, or contracts, as 
in the preceding “Schedule of Recom- 
mended Minimum Fees," fees may also 
be determined on one of the following 
bases: 

1. FIXED FEE: The Architect is re- 
imbursed the total of his direct 
expenses and ап appropriate 
amount of overhead plus either an 
agreed percentage of these total 
production costs or an agreed fixed 
sum for the Architect's services 


(usually not less than 25% of the 
applicable percentage rate as de- 
termined by the "Schedule of 
Recommended Minimum Fees.") 

2. PAYROLL BASIS: The charge is 
the actual payroll of the Architect's 
employees engaged on the project 
plus a percentage of the payroll 
cost for overhead and profit. This 
percentage normally is between 
100% and 150%. 

3. LUMP SUM: The fee is a sum not 
subject to change because of 
variations in cost. (This form is 
equitable only when both the ex- 
tent of the project and scope of 
services can be definitely estab- 
lished). 

4. PER DIEM RATE; Charges for con- 
sultations, opinions and reports 
may vary from $50.00 per day up- 
ward, travel time included. Чтауе1 
costs and other similar expenses 
are proper additional charges. 


PARTIAL SERVICES BY THE 
ARCHITECT 

If a project is abandoned, if the 
Architects contract is terminated, or if 
for any other reason less than compiete 
normal services are rendered, the Ar- 
chitect is to be paid that percentage of 
his normal fee corresponding to the 
percentage ої service rendered. 


THE CONTRACTOR AND THE 
CONSTRUCTION CONTRACT 

After the Architect has completed 
the plans and specifications the Owner 
may cnoose to direct him as to the pro- 
curement of proposals. In the case of 
publicly-owned projects bidding is gen- 
erally unrestricted and the award made 
to the lowest responsible bidder. If the 
building is privately owned, the Owner 
may desire to have it built by a con- 
tractor whom he selects, or he may 
want competitive bidding between a 
limited number of selected contractors. 
The Architect should be consulted re- 
garding such matters but, generally, he 
will proceed in compliance with the 
Owner's desires as he should have no 
material interest in who gets the con- 
tract. The Owner should, however, ac- 
cept his advice as to the competence of 
the bidder and his ability to build the 
project. 

The Standard Form of Contract of 
the American Institute of Architects, 
modified as may be required to fit the 
particular project, is usually acceptabie 
to all contracting parties. Architects 
should not undertake to advise clients 
as to their legal rights or duties. 

As soon as the contract is signed the 
building team is complete and actual 
construction can begin.

There may be variations in the 
typical procedures described above, 
especially in the actual construction 
operations. It is inadvisable to under- 
take to treat possible departures from 
standard practices in this booklet. 
Special cases should be discussed with 
your Architect who will make recom- 
mendations.

Contractor’s actual cost on this 14-story 
apartment building showed a saving of about 
10 per cent as compared with another type of 
construction on a building of identical archi- 
tectural plan.

REVISED 
SCHEDULE OF 
UNIT COSTS 


BASED ON CUBICAL 
CONTENTS OF 
BUILDINGS 


Annually since 1915, the Detroit Real 
Estate Board has produced and distributed 
а schedule oí unit costs employing cubical 
contents of buildings as the basis for de- 
termination of costs. The schedule revised 
as of Jan 1, 1951 is presented herewith. 

The schedule of costs was produced pri- 
marily as a service to members of the De- 
troit Real Estate Board, as a guide in 
estimating construction or reproduction 
costs and as a possible guide to ap- 
praisers. Within recent years, scores о! 
requests for copies have come from all 
paris of the United States and numerous 
trade publications have asked permission 
to publish the schedule, It has been and 
continues to be the policy of the Detroit 
Real Estate Board to authorize repro- 
duction of the schedule by recognized 
trade publications and by banks, trust 
companies, insurance companies, building 
and loan associations, mortgage com- 
panies, appraisal organizations. etc., for 
the personal use of members of those or- 
ganizations but no permission is given for 
reproduction of the schedule for sale. Ad- 
ditional copies may be purchased from the 
Detroit Real Estate Board at 30 cents each. 

The willing and painstaking cooperation 
of the Department of Buildings and Safe- 
ly Engineering in the preparation of this 
schedule is appreciatively acknowledged. 
In using this schedule, the rules estab- 
lished by Commissioner Joseph P. Wolff 
and his department heads, should be ob- 
served, These rules follow: 

“The cubical volume of a building for 
the purposes of determining the fees shall 
be measured as follows: 

"From the outside of the walls and from 
the basement floor to the mean point oí 
а pitched roof or to the highest point 
of a flat roof. The volume shall include 
all dormers, enclosed porches, pent houses, 
апа other enclosed portions of a building, 
but shall exclude open porches. 

"In the case of buildings without base- 
ments, the measurements shall be taken 
from the ground line, and іп the case of 
large buildings having deep foundations, 
the height shall be measured from a point 
below the basement floor by an amount 
equal to 1-5 of the depth of the founda- 
tion. 

"In the case of open shelter sheds and 
other open sheds, the volume shall be de- 
lermined by measuring from the projection 
of the edge of the roof and from the ground 
line to the mean height of the roof." 

The cost figures presented are presumed 
to represent the minimum cost at which 
а fairly good building of economic de- 
sign, may be constructed under most 
favorable circumstances within the De- 
troit distiict. The costs contain architect's 
fees, contractor's profits and all general 
items of construction and equipment in- 
cluding plumbing and heating systems, 
elevators, incinerators, refrigerating sys- 
Пеня, ett. Financing cosi, however, Cid 
not included. 

As bids о! individual contractors may 
vary from 209, to 50%, so may there be 
& marked variance in the costs of similar 
buildings erected within a single area. 
The quality of construction must be taken 
into account. The schedule presented is 
based upon the cost of average construc- 
tion. The costs might be lessened by in- 
ferior construction or substantially increas- 
ed by superior construction. In all in- 
stances the schedule should be used to 
reinforce rather than !o supplant the ex- 
perience, information and judgment of 
the user. 

Since 1915, the schedule has been pre- 
pared under like circumstances and based 
upon like factors. It may be assumed, 
therefore, to present a rather accurate 
picture of the movement of building costs 
in the Detroit area during the past 36 
years.

NEW COMMISSION 
FOR H. E. & D. 


Architectural contract for one of the 
largest governmental buildings in the 
United States has been let to Harley, 
Ellington and Day, Inc., Detroit Archi- 
tects and Engineers. 

The structure, second only to the 
Pentagon building in size, is the Army 
Finance building. It will rise in Fort 
Benjamin Harrison near Indianapolis, 
Indiana, chosen as being close to the 
geographical center of the nation. 

Cost of the three-story, rectangular 
edifice, to encompass 1,500,000 square 
feet of floor space, will be $25,000,000. 
Clarence E. Day, of the firm, said it will 
be completed by July, 1952. 

The assignment to Harley, Ellington 
& Day is another of the government 
contracts it already has. Not including 
the Finance Building, these already 
total $75,000,000.00. 

The building is designed to house 
every conceivable activity of the Army 
Air Forces. 

Included will be allotments, insur- 
ance, bond purchases, payroll, design 
of money for occupied countries, and, 
in general, financial operation for 
troops anywhere in the world. The 
new center in Indianapolis, where 
these operations may branch out easily 
from a mid-point in the country, will 
mark the abandonment of an antiqua- 
ted finance structure in St. Louis. 

Six-thousand employees, now sat- 
tioned at St. Louis, will be brought 
into the new plant. 

Plans calls for two landscape courts 
to provide light and ventilation for the 
huge building, where recreational facil- 
ities will be provided its 15,000 wartime 
and 6,000 peacetime employees. 

Bus loading docks on three overhead 
janes, together with an open construc- 
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tion and strategically placed corridor 
entrances and exits, will enable these 
thousands to vacate the building in 45 
minutes. 

Among the many facilities in the War 
Finance Building, which is twice the 
size of Detroit's City-County Building 
project, will be three cafeterias, soft 
arinks, snack bars, a complete bank, 
loading docks for trucks and trailers, 
and a separate heating plant. 

Financial auditors for other govern- 
ment departments will also be trained 
at the center.
